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F. R. BELL ON SMALL GAS _ TURBINES 
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HEN the Rover company first demonstrated their 
turbine car, it was hailed almost unquestioningly 
as the car of the future. Very few voices were 


raised in protest; a few people were doubtful about the 
possibility of making 
but hardly suggested that, 
turbine car might not be worth having 

This is a rather unusual state of affairs, and it says much 
for the desirability of the turbine as a means of propulsion 

There are, however, a number of arguments for and 
against the gas turbine car and also various reasons why 
certain types of car in certain markets are more suitable 
than others. In this article, the advantages and disad- 
vantages of the gas turbine car as compared with the piston- 
engined car in its various forms will be discussed. It is

comparison First, comparing a turbine car with a 
piston-engined car we shall get different arguments for and 
against according to whether we take an English or 
American car as our basis, and secondly, we must take into 
account both for the piston engine and for the turbine 
whether we are discussing the car of today or the car of 
the near or distant future. Obviously in either of the latter 
cases, near or distant the future car will be much a matter 
of conjecture 

Government action, particularly in the matter of taxation 
systems, will materially affect the relative merits of the 
different types, and the placing of armament contracts could 
materially affect the rate of progress. Also, conditions in 
some countries are more suitable for the turbine car than 
conditions in others. Comparisons will not be made with 
cars of any other tvpe such as diesel, gas generator, closed- 
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cycle gas turbine, gas turbine using positive 
compressors or mixed-cycle gas turbine 

The two questions most often asked about the gas turbine 
car are: “Will it be commercially successful some day?” 
ind, “When will it be on the market?” 

The first question might be divided into two 
questions as follows: “Will the turbine car be 
do all that is expected of it?” and, “If it will,

It is very difficult to assess the time required for 
development work. Obviously, to know exactly wl 
velopment is required, one must know exactly wha 
wrong, and if one knew exactly what was wrong one 
orrect it immediately and no development at all 
be required If the cause of the troubles, or 
method of correcting them, is not known, a 
trial and error process is necessary 


The Time Factor 


Some idea of what we mean by the near or distant future 
is, however, useful. From experience so far, the best that 
can be said is that it might be possible to put turbine car 
on the road in certain classes in from three to five years 
but they are not likely to come into general use for from 
six to ten years. Apart from the difficulty of predicting 
the time taken to overcome the troubles from the technical 
point of view, it is difficult to know how much effort is 
going to be put into development. Suppose, for instance, 
that the whole of the motor industry took up the dev 
ment in earnest, then the competition and money 
would cause a big speed-up. 

Also, in America, several firms have large naval, military 
or air force contracts for both development and production 
of small gas turbines, and although these are not being 
developed for car use, only small modifications are neces- 
sary for car installations. Once they are in production 
for the armed forces the rate of development will be 
accelerated enormously, as there is always more enthusiasm 
for work on something with a proved market than on some- 
thing of unproven value. 

This accelerated progress in America makes it extremely 
likely that the Americans will be the first to put a gas 
turbine car on the road 

America, for the following reasons, is also the best place 
for marketing the turbine car in its early stages The 
American car is much larger than the British model and 
ilmost all American cars develop well over 100 b.h.p., and 
in some cases over 150 b.h.p., as compared with an average 
of no more than 50 b.h.p. for England. This larger concep- 
tion suits the gas turbine very much better. Fuel costs are 
very much lower, which means that the gas turbine could be 
put on the market in a much earlier stage of development 

Moreover, in a big country, where the distances driven 
ire much greater, more time is spent in steady cru : 
at fairly high speeds. In England much time is spent pas 
ing through cities at low speeds and with continual accelera- 
tion and braking. The turbine is better for the high-speed 
teady running conditions when considering the relative 
fuel consumption, and thus again suits American conditior 
better 


Luxury Class 

When the turbine car is first put on the road 
rather expensive and in the high-performance, luxu: 
class. Many more people in America than elsewher 
ifford cars of this type 

As there is not the slightest doubt that in the carly 
of development the fuel consumption of the turbine 
will be worse than that of the piston-engined car, 
cost of fuel is a very big factor influencing the rate of 
development. For the first few cars on the road, if diesel 
fuel, or perhaps paraffin, is used, advantage can be taken 
in some countries of the lower cost, but as thi 
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WHY THE TURBOCAR MUST COME 


bines has shown that approximately half the maintenance 
work is required in comparison with the piston engine, and 
that the life is considerably longer. It seems reasonable that 
this should apply to the gas turbine in a car. 

Apart from the turbine blading it is quite obvious that the 
cost of the gas turbine is very much lower than the cost of 
the piston engine. The cost of the turbine blade produc- 
tion will depend very much on development of suitable pro- 
duction methods and properly set up, large-scale, produc- 
tion using special machines and equipment. New methods 
of production are being tried out which give promise of quite 
low costs. It is pretty certain, however, that for some time 
the cost of blade production will be fairly high, but, as with 
other things, by the time the fuel consumption is low enough 
to allow mass production the blade production cost problems 
will be solved 

Actually it would appear that, whether the turbine costs 
more or less than the piston engine, the difference will be 
toe small to worry about in the overall price of the complete 
Car 
As already suggested, maintenance should be less than 
with the piston engine, which will result in less work for 
service stations. It will be necessary to send the com- 
pressor and turbine unit either back to the factory or to 
some central depot, as this will require the use of an expen- 
sive balancing machine for a major overhaul or bearing 
replacement. 

In the latter stages, say seven to ten years, and in the 
larger sizes (around 100 b.h.p. and over) there is not much 
doubt that the turbine car will be better from all points of 
view. Remember that, for a given car, a better performance 
requires more engine power and therefore a worse fuel con- 
sumption. While we could probably have a better fuel con- 
sumption in the turbine car we are more likely to go for a 
better performance 

For this class of car we will, therefore, have a much better 
performance with an easy, gearless method of driving, as good 
x better fuel consumption, a much smoother engine, maybe 


a little quieter and with lower maintenance costs. There will 
be no worry about water freezing in cold weather and no 


The crucial process in turbine manufacture is the production 
of the aerofoil blades for the turbine wheels. So far, no simple 
process has been evolved for cheap, large-scale supply. 
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continued 


difficulty about starting in cold weather. The initial cost of 
the car should not be noticeably different. 

The car will be much less sensitive to the type of fuel usea 
and this may, in some cases, reduce running costs still further; 
its lubricating oil consumption will be practically zero. In 
effect, we shall have a better car at lower running cost. 

All the foregoing applies equally to the small car, except the 
fuel consumption. From the performance point of view this 
is because it is always easy to make an engine give a low 
enough power, but not casy to make it run on a proportionally 
small amount of fuel. Compared with the piston-engined 
car the fuel consumption will get steadily worse as the size is 
reduced. Very probably, cars of very small sizes, like the 
Fiat 500 or Austin Seven, will remain piston-engined for some 
time—possibly a very long time, as it is in these sizes that the 
difficulties of obtaining high turbine efficiencies become 
really fundamental. Very shortly after the largest size cars 
are in use we should see the medium sizes beginning to 
appear on the roads, but these will, at first, not have a very 
good fuel consumption. 

As experience is gained in running these cars, and as more 
money is spent on developing them, their fuel consumption 
will be gradually improved and it should be possible to make 
cars down to the 10-12 horse-power class (to use the obsolete 
R.A.C. rating). It may be that 14-16 horse-power cars 
would be in production a year or two after the first cars 
on the market, but the 10-12 horse-power cars might be 
three or four years after the first models owing to the rapid 
increase of difficulties as the size gets smaller 


Methods of Comparison 


It must be remembered, too, that the man who buys a 
small piston-engined car is not necessarily going to buy the 
equivalent turbine car. The fuel consumption depends as 
much on car weight as engine power and the turbine car is 
much lighter. A completely different method of comparison 
and choice will gradually come into use, and if, as is 
expected, the turbine car is lighter for a given size (that is, 
body space) it should have lower tyre wear and, with its 
lower maintenance costs and oil consumption, we might put 
up with the higher fuel consumption of the more powerful 
engines, especially as the performance will be much better 
and the driving much easier. 

As first put on the market the turbine car will be large, 
powerful and luxurious; expensive and with a smooth, flash- 
ing performance. America may be the main market, even 
if the car is produced in England, and the fuel consumption 
will be 8-12 miles per gallon. There is no possibility of the 
first cars on the market being in the light car class. 

For those people who can afford to pay for the fuel, this 
should be a very desirable car, better in all respects than 
the conventional car except perhaps for the usual faults— 
“teething troubles” which occur in the first batches of 
almost anything new. 

In large, expensive, high performance luxury cars, there is 
little doubt that the gas turbine will be the motive power 
for the car of the future and it could be put on the market 
in a few years’ time. There is considerable doubt if it will 
ever be any good for very small cars, but it is probable that, 
starting with the large sizes, it will gradually be applied to 
smaller sizes, say, down to perhaps 10 h.p. by the outmoded 
R.A.C. rating. It is impossible to estimate exactly when any 
turbine car will be marketed. 

In conclusion, it should be stated that all that has been 
said about the gas turbine car is only the opinion of the 
author, but is based on ten years’ experience of gas turbines, 
of which the last six years have been spent in charge of gas 
turbine car development at the Rover company. 

This assessment of the advantages of the turbine car has 
been made possible primarily by the work of the Rover com- 
pany in producing the world’s first turbine car. Obviously 
it is not possible in an article of this length and nature to 
give completely reasoned arguments, particularly as some 
questions are extremely technical and not very well under- 
stood even by turbine engineers themselves.

The steel body-chassis structure 
of the 1900 is tooled for quantity production, and new assembly lines with the 
latest equipment have been installed at considerable cost. Front and rear 
suspension depart radically from previous Alfa Romeo practice, but the four- 
cylinder engine still has hemispherical combustion chambers and inclined valves 
operated by twin overhead camshafts, chain driven. Since the car was first 
revealed, two years ago, various improvements have been incorporated, the most 
important of which is a redesigned rear suspension in which the parallel radius 
arms are supplemented by a central triangulated linkage to take thrust and 
reaction. For owners who are interested in the maximum performance, the 
engine can be fitted (at an extra cost of approximately £57) with a Weber twin- 
choke downdraught carburettor on a special manifold, raising the maximum 
power from some 80 b.h.p. at 4,400 r.p.m. to 93 b.h.p. at 5,400 rp.m. All these 
modifications were incorporated in a saloon of the latest series which was recently 
made available by the manufacturers for Road Test in Italy. 

It is undoubtedly a remarkable car. With “lounging room” for four people 
or space for six at a pinch, plus a large amount of luggage, it recorded a mean 
maximum speed of over 102 m.p.h. and made a best run of over 105 m.p.h.; yet 
the fuel consumption when driving hard is about 17 m.p.g. and if the driver is 
content with an average speed of about 40 m.p.h. in normal traffic, and over a 
mixture of fiat and hilly country, he can see a figure of 24 mp.g. or better. If 
full use is made of the gear box the acceleration is sufficient to give a mastery

of most road situations and is particularly outstanding in the 
higher speed ranges, while cruising speed is well maintained 
up main-road hills. 

The steering column gear change is remarkably clean and 
quick in action and the gear box is a pleasure to use, with a 
choice of ratios to bring joy to the heart of the keen driver. 
Ultimate maxima of 50 m.p.h. on second and 74 m.p.h. on 
third are obtainable and when the absolute maximum 
performance was needed, as in the acceleration tests, it was 
found that full-throttle changes could be made just as 
quickly as it was possible to move the lever. The tabula- 
tions show the extraordinary high speed acceleration on top 
gear, which has rarely been equalled by any saloon car, 
regardless of engine size, in the course of The Autocar 
Road Tests. The car will also pull away smoothly and 
without snatch on top gear from speeds as low as 12 m.p.h., 
but from low speeds most people will find it desirable to 
use third gear in town or on suburban roads, coming down 

» second when pulling away from sharp corners. The 
speedometer does not record speeds of 20 m.p.h. and below, 
which are presumably considered unworthy of notice ! 

Mechanical noise is somewhat above the average for a car 
in this price category and when the throttle is wide open— 
which it is frequently in the nature of things—there is a 
considerable roar from the engine.

cruising range, 80-85 m.p.h. can be maintained on a light 
throttle with a pleasing absence of fuss, while 90 m.p.h. can 
be held without the feeling that the car is being pressed 
unduly. Acceleration up to 100 m.p.h. is such that this 
speed can be touched frequently upon the autostrada in 
normal traffic. The head lamps are adequate for speeds of 
about 80 m.p.h. on normal roads and for 85 m.p.h. on the 
autostrada. 

This is a considerable performance for a roomy family 
saloon, but the Alfa Romeo has braking, steering and road 
holding to match. It holds its line on difficult corners with 
a most satisfying feeling of tautness and behaves at high 
speed round open bends in a way which is thoroughly 
worthy of its great ancestry. The improved rear suspension 
has entirely eliminated a tendency to wheel patter on rough 
surfaces, which was apparent on some of the early examples, 
and it is now difficult to think of a saloon car with better 
high speed handling. The suspension tends to firmness 
over rough surfaces at low speeds, and some rumble is 
evident on pavé, but gives a very comfortable ride on the 
fast main roads where the car is in its element. 

Steering accuracy at high speeds is superb, and the car 
can be held on a line with a pressure of finger and thumb 
only. Very little roll is observable and the reaction to 
sudden changes of direction, even at high speeds, is safe and 
secure, with a moderate degree of understeer. At low 
speeds, however, the steering is not so light and a fair

amount of effort is required when parking. The test car 
was fitted with the Michelin X tyres, which are an optional 
extra, and they presumably contributed not only to the 
high speed security, but also to the lack of tyre squeal even 
when the car was pressed to the limit on sharp corners. 

Big well-finned aluminium drums, and generous lining 
areas, give the brakes a reserve capacity for all emergencies, 
and no trace of fade was observed in spite of hard use in 
mountainous country. The pedal pressure required to 
produce a quick stop seems at first rather high, but experi- 
ence shows that excessive pressure only locks the rear 
wheels, with a consequent loss of efficiency, and the best 
results for an emergency stop are obtained with pressure of 
about 100 Ib on the q 

Interior trim and finish are simple, almost austere. There 
is a plain metal facia and the instruments are cowled to 
prevent glare, but no rheostat is provided for the control of 
their illumination. The small glove box is unlined, so thar 
the contents tend to rattle, and there is little provision else- 
where for the carrying of small articles, apart from the map 
pocket in the scuttle by the driving seat. The seats are 
plainly finished in cloth, although it is obviously of good 
quality, and they provide a good firm, upright seating posi- 
tion. Controls are well arranged, with the possible excep- 
tion of the pull-out hand brake, and the driver can see the 
far wing by leaning forward slightly; the windscreen pillars 
are rather thick, as they often are on unit-construction cars. 


Accommodation 


Head room at front and rear is good, although the radius 
on the roof panel rather reduces the head room for the 
passengers at the sides if three people travel abreast in the 
rear seat. Space for a third person on the front seat is 
somewhat obstructed by the height and width of the cover 
over the gear box. Arm rests are provided on all doors 
except the driver’s, and there is a central arm rest at the 
rear, but in view of the car’s extraordinary cornering powers, 
more positive lateral location seems desirable for the driver 
in spite of the absence of roll. The test car was equipped 
with an auxiliary thigh pad which proved very valuable. 
A grab handie is provided on the driver’s door, but not on 
the others, and the elbow rests are not shaped to perform 
this important function. 

Interior fittings, although plain, are nicely fashioned, the 
same tone of coloured plastic being used for the two-spoke 
steering wheel and all the control knobs and handles. The 
wheel, which is relatively small, is pleasing to handle, and 
has a 180 deg horn ring, but this did not prove responsive 
over the whole arc. The twin horns are, however, adequate 
for the speed of the car and a button in the centre of the 
steering wheel allows the head lamps to be flashed as a 
warning in built-up areas at night. Twin self-parking 
electric wipers are provided; they are powerful in action and

unaffected by speed, but leave an unswept area in the centre 
of the screen, which would be an obstruction to vision when 
snow is falling 

Under the bonnet, the carburettor, valve gear, plugs, 
distributor and the fuel pump, with its glass bow! filter, are 
all very accessible. The dipstick is sandwiched between the 
distributor and carburettor air cleaner, but there is no risk 
of burning the fingers while using it. The starter has 
solenoid engagement for the pinion, but is masked by the 
exhaust and by the steering column on left-hand drive cars 
Lubrication points on the steering linkage are prominent 
and so is the external oil filler on the engine. Fuses are 
also very accessible and clearly identified. The heater and 
ventilation unit under the bonnet supplies fresh warm or 
cool air to the interior and the demister slots 

Although it differs so much in appearance from previous 
models, enthusiasts for the make will find that the 1900 
remains an Alfa Romeo in spirit. It is strongly built and 
suitable for the man who is often in a hurry; it is fun to 
drive and gives the impression that it enjoys going quickly 
It lacks the appearance of luxury associated with the more 
glamorous pre-war models, and the simplicity of its finish 
and equipment may cause casual observers to question its 
price. It is not the quietest car in its class, and the restricted 
top gear acceleration from low speeds may deter family 
motorists who do most of their motoring in urban areas; 
but for those who drive fast and far, and who look beyond 
the superficial to the engineering essentials, it would be diffi- 
cult to find such a combination of speed, stability and 
fuel economy anywhere else at the price

MORE THAN EXPERIENCE SHOULD BE ACQUIRED AFTER THE DRIVING TEST 


By MICHAEL CLAYTON 


HETHER it is the greater availability of cars for 

the home market, the increase in the total number of 

cars on the roads, or a growing feeling of optimism 
amongst would-be car owners, there is no doubt that more 
and more people of all ages are taking the driving test. 
An indication of this is provided by the number of provi- 
sional licences issued, although, of course, stiffening of the 
test, for example, results in more provisional licences being 
issued in relation to the number of successful attempts made 
at passing the test. In 1949, 1,260,000 were issued, but by 
the end of last year the annual total had risen to 1,634,000— 
and this year the total will almost certainly be bigger still. 

How much practice all these people get after they have 
passed the test it is impossible to conjecture, for many of 
them have the feeling that they ought to be able to drive 
although the opportunity to do so occurs only occasionally. 
However, these remarks are intended for the more fortunate 
who are able to be at the wheel regularly and who, just 
after they pass the test, will be conscious of the fact that 
their skill is far from advanced. So often, with the 
familiarity of regular driving, experience can be confused 
with what is right or wrong in driving, and here lies a 
danger, the results of which are to be seen daily on the road. 

There are many aspects of driving which are not appre- 
ciated merely as a result of regular practice. They are not 
products of experience but of conscious learning, and once 
the driver is without the instructor of his early days he 
may be inclined to forget that there are still many things 
he can learn to his own and other people’s benefit—matters 
of technique (and outlook) which may never be acquired in 
the ordinary run of experience. 

An example may eens this: experience may teach a 
driver that ice is ; it may teach him how fast he 
can go in safety when the conditions are bad; but it will 
not necessarily teach him any of the emergency methods of 
stopping which others have developed. Once this is 


realized, the way is made more simple for acquiring greater 
skill, but there is another stumbling block. That is the all- 
too-frequent outlook of everyone that he himself is the driver 
par excellence, and that others are not quite so good. If it 
could be remembered that with the exception of one or two 
well-known drivers the rest of us have many peers, it be- 
comes easier to learn and to go on learning. 

The better a driver the more pleasure he will probably get 
from any journey. In winter conditions of ice, snow, fog 
and rain he will be more capable. His overall journey 
times will probably be shorter than most people’s and he 
will be safer... . The field of motoring is a wide one, but 
even before a car is started up there are one or two points 
which should be considered. 


Seating Position 


During the “L” stage the importance of having a good 
seating position will have been stressed, but many people 
are inclined to forget about this after a time despite its out- 
standing importance. Seats get deformed, too, so that the 
squabs lean farther back, and seat cushions sink in time. 
Apart from checking on this it is worth trying the seat one 
notch back from its usual position. Many drivers sit very 
close to the wheel, and apart from the greater restriction on 
movement of the arms this can lead to a rather tensed posi- 
tion. To get back and up a little from the wheel often im- 
proves visibility and control, and the easy position which 
results aids relaxation. 

This relaxation is important, and racegoers will have 
noticed that although many, if not most, competitors drive 
in a tensed-up concentration, the winners are nearly always 
those who are completely relaxed so that their “touch” is 
the more delicate. 

Mental outlook also is important. A Monday morning 
feeling of hostility to the world usually results in a slower 
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rather than faster journey, and certainly a rougher one 
Temper, irritation or active reaction against the foolishness 
or selfishness of others makes one’s own driving worse. If, 
when someone does something stupid and annoying, it is 
possible to feel sorry for his being such a bad driver so 
much the better. Leave the honking to someone else. 
Outlook and relaxation help also in another aspect of 
driving which particularly concerns the new driver. Usually 
this accomplishment comes with experience, but not always. 
This is the way the driver looks at the road. The beginner 
travels at low speeds and is inclined to look at each object 
on the road individually. If a danger is seen, such as a dog 
loose on the road, the rookie driver tends to concentrate on 
it to the exclusion, or partial exclusion, of the rest of the 
general scene. It is necessary in good driving to cultivate a 
“ panoramic” view; to take in the road, pavements, traffic, 
and so on, in one wide glance. The dog may be watched 
out of the corner of the eye; there is probably no need to 
stare at it—you know it is there and there are all the other 
possible sources of danger to be spotted instantly as they 
arise. 
This partly explains the frequency with which some pas- 
sengers cannot resist pointing out, say, the dog to the driver. 
If the man at the wheel were looking directly at the dog it 
would be obvious that he had seen it. On the other hand, 
he probably saw it well before the passenger simply because 
that “panoramic” view which he was using revealed the 
dog at once, whereas the passenger did not see it until his 
eyes were looking directly at it. Once a new driver can

relax and take in the whole road at one glance, confidence 
and improvement quickly follow. To be able to take in 
everything at once is naturally essential for high-speed 
driving, however free from traffic a road may be. 

From this aspect of comfort and vision one may well 
transfer to the technique of co-ordination and anticipation 
in the broad sense. Experience teaches the novice to be pre- 
pared for a pedestrian to step from behind a stationary bus, 
to expect a rolling ball to be followed by a child, and so on, 
and a natural road sense helps still further. But for good, 
smooth, businesslike driving these individual danger signals 
are incidentals; much more must be added. 

Suppose that a street in a town is to be negotiated. The 
car is travelling behind a cyclist and there is not room to get 
by. The driver who has experience will, of course, have 
slowed down beforehand, suspecting that his way might be 
blocked by the cycle. All well and good; when there is room 
the average driver passes the cycle and looks for the next 
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possible obstruction or danger. But what a half-hearted 
way of driving down a street! It is much better to nego- 
tiate the whole street as if it were one move in a game of chess 
rather than a series of moves in draughts 

On the experienced driver entering the street the cyclist is 
spotted. Beyond him a bus nearing a stop is seen; beyond 
the bus there is a pedestrian crossing and, after a series of 
similar possible dangers, at the end of the street there is a 
traffic light changing to red. The driver who takes a pride 
in his skill takes in the whole scene and, like the good chess 
player, sizes up how the series of possibilities will affect his 
progress when he comes to them. Then he goes down the 
street on a set plan whereby he aims to have passed the cycle 
in time to pass the bus before it moves out into the road 
again, cross the crossing before those pedestrians down the 
street get near it, and reach the lights just after they have 
turned to green. 

This ideal frequently fails—and always fails on a Monday 
morning—because the bouncing ball is followed by a child, 
someone does step from behind the bus, and, anyway, the 
lights changed to green and back to red more quickly than 
was expected. But the aim is clear. The driver in real 
control and exercising his brain has not merely spotted the 
next possible danger—he has spotted the possible dangers of 
everything included in his vision, not only as they are when 
he sees them but also as each hazard will probably be when 


he reaches it. 
Smooth Progress 


This is the kind of technique which makes for smooth- 
ness, not merely of operating the controls or dealing with 
some expected happening, but of the whole progression of 
the car at any time on any road. Is this going to lead to 
even more passenger warnings about dogs? Possibly yes, if 
the passengers are not well trained, and it does no harm 
when taken in the right spirit—a warning need never be 
considered a waste of words. But it can still be avoided if 
a nervous passenger is to be spared. Chauffeurs know a lot 
of tricks; “ James ” keeps himself in good odour with madam. 

James sees a dog. About the time he considers that 
madam will see it he gives the brake pedal a gentle kiss with 
the foot. Not enough to slow the car down measurably 
(unless it is necessary), but just enough for madam to com- 
ment to her companion that James is so careful (“did you 


This junction illustrates one of the many occasions on which 
the experienced driver chuckles at the road sign and adopts 
far greater caution than that advised.

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notice the way he slowed down even though the dog was 
running away from the car, my dear?”) and to sink back 
once more into the cushions. 

Again, if James gets caught by the lights he does not let 
the car come to rest with its nose trying to dig the road in 
front under the force of braking. He brakes as hard as he 
need so that the car is virtually at a standstill just a yard or 
so from the stop line—then he eases off the brakes and lets 
the car come gently to rest of its own accord, so that his 
passengers do not even notice at just whick point motion 
ceased. All this may be quite unnecessary for most drivers, 
but there are so many amusing dodges as well as useful ones 
that no one need fear meeting someone who knows a few 
more than he does. 

Nothing has been said about courtesy, partly because those 
who are not courteous are not likely to change their charac- 
ter, and because so much is said in road safety propaganda 
that the courtecus tend to overdo it on occasion. When, 
for example, should one give way to the other fellow when 
it is one’s own “right of way”? I say on such occasions 
as when someone has got into a dangerous position (regard- 
less of whether or not his or her motives were selfish or just 
foolish); when one lets the other fellow into the main stream 
of traffic because he might be in the side street all day if 
no one lets him out; when the gther fellow looks as if he has 
just scraped through the test and appears to be terrified to 
death; and I agree again to letting public service vehicles 
get away from the kerb when there is something parked in 
front of their stop. 


Selfish Courtesy 


But I do not think that because the leader of a string of 
cars at a traffic light is not in a hurry he is therefore entitled 
“courteously ” to let the oncoming “turning right” stream 
vottle up the string behind him waiting to go ahead. Turn- 
ing righ against the traffic at a traffic light can cause hold-ups 
which are expected and accepted, but one should not have 
the thick end thrust upon one both ways. 

Finer points in driving are too numerous to elaborate, but 
here are a few. When following another car at relatively 
high speed, and when the intention is not to overtake, keep 
back a fair distance, not merely to eliminate the risk of 
hitting the car in front in an emergency stop, but also 
because its driver may believe that he knows the road and 
his own car better than you and yours, and may slow down 
rather than lead you into trouble. Similarly, if someone is 
on your tail in a car which you do not think can cope 
at your speed, slow down in case you get him into trouble. 


This short stretch of road has no fewer than three zebra 
crossings, and in the misty morning light the slight curve 
can be deceptive. In this picture one of those dangerous 
situations for which such stretches are often well known has 
developed. The cyclists started turning right as a car behind 
them was being overtaken. The other half of the road was 
affected by a lorry which’momentarily restricted the road as 
it turned left. Traffic was brought to a sudden standstill 
and the young cyclists thought it a huge joke

On ice a car can frequently be brought to rest effectively by 
a very fast series of gentle thrusts at the brake pedal so that 
the brakes are released and reapplied simultaneously, with 
the wheels beginning to slide; and get two wheels on the 
rougher surface of the gutter. 

When about to quit a narrow street, after overtaking a 
vehicle parked on your side of the road near the street’s 
end, pull back sharply to your own side—or you may block 
traffic about to enter the street, quickly and needlessly caus- 
ing a jam in the main road. When joining a main road from 
a road of good width with a well-defined centre line it is 
often possible to pull towards the centre of the road before- 
hand to make an entry into the major road obliquely. When 
the major road is busy the inside lane of traffic will often let 
you in, but if you are going to stop both lanes your chances 
of being let in are not so good. But it must be emphasized 
that this does not for a moment suggest that it is permissible 
to stray out to the right before turning left in the ordinary 
way. 

To many drivers these points will be elementary; but it is 
not easy to explain manceuvres requiring real skill in hand- 
ling a car, partly because of inevitable misunderstanding 
and because of the over-exuberant who may like to try them 
out without the necessary skill in car control. 

It is to be hoped, however, that although the club bore 
may not be believed when he relates miraculous average 
speeds, some tolerance and observation may lead to the dis- 
covery of one or two useful manceuvres which can be added 
to the list. 


The taxi which has passed the parked car has pulled well 
back to its own side of the road before making a right-hand 
turn into the major road. This is the kind of junction at 
which many drivers, particularly if the parked car were a 
little nearer the end of the street, would stay out in the middle 
of the road in preparation for turning right. As a result, 
small traffic jams regularly occur at this and similar junctions 
when another car, with traffic behind it, tries to enter from 
the major road.

This week’s article tells how the 
crude rubber is mixed with 
numerous chemicals that supply 
special properties necessary for 
endurance and long tyre life. 


PROCESSING THE RUBBER 


How crude rubber is 
processed to produce a high 
quality tyre-making compound 











— raw rubber is shipped to this 
country ;in the form of bales of 
the “ smoked sheet” rubber pro- 
duced in tropical plantations. These 
bales, each weighing about 2 cwt. 
are about the same size as a tea chest. 

In the tyre factory, this ‘“‘ smoked 
sheet” is broken down on large 
mills, which remove the impurities. 
The crude rubber is fed thropgh the 
heated twin rollers of the mill. 
These, turning at different speeds, 
churn up the rubber. 

After a while, che rubber is 
**slabbed off” into sheets, each 
about one inch thick. Samples are 
taken from each batch and tested 
in the laboratory. 

This rubber bears little resem- 
blance to the material we are 
accustomed to in modern rubber 
products. It is still soft, and will 
not stand up to wear or abrasion 
Any attempt to stretch it would 
result in it splitting and tearing.

About 
twenty chemicals are used, the basic 
being sulphur, which is the curing 
agent in vulcanisation—the process

Anti-oxidants or anti-agers go into 
the compound to prevent the rubber 
absorbing oxygen from the atmos- 
phere and so deteriorating. 

These chemicals, and others, are 
tested and then sent to the “Banbury 
Mixer ”’, a complex machine which 
blends and mixes the rubber. 

The rubber and the chemicals are 
fed into the “Banbury” in their cor- 
rect proportions. The machine masti- 
cates them at a strictly controlled 
temperature for a specified time. The 
whole job is done automatically, 
which rules out the chance of any 
error and ensures consistent quality. 

If the new “ mix” passes the 
laboratory tests it is ready for the 
next stage.

A DORSET DAY BY 


Charmian Innes for not liking pampas grass. The 
autumn feathering of this splendid plant fills me with 
pleasure, and pleasures shared gain in intensity.

Dorset is Hardy country, Dorchester being Casterbridge and 
Bere Regis bordering on Egdon Heath; but do not confuse 
the hill-top Hardy memorial with the novelist. The 
memorial is to Nelson’s Hardy. Clouds Hill, the home of 
T. E. Lawrence, is 34 miles south of Bere Regis. Lawrence 
has his depreciators, but he was truly great, and all those 
who love fast cars must appreciate his delight in tearing vast 
distances on his Brough Superior motor cycle; it is a 
measure of his greatness that his taste remained sufficiently 
catholic to embrace the internal combustion engine.

behind» An awkward predicament. One can go on and 
return, of course, but one is reluctant to miss a turn long 
sought; however, our indicator was out for at least 75 yards, 
and the rear mirror showed utter tranquillity on the lorry 
driver’s profile as he passed 


Influence of Climate 


Dorset is a green county, with a western greenness that 
comes from a mild, damp climate. These lanes between 
A35 and the coast are narrow and lush, and were clinging 
to summer longer than the New Forest trees farther east 
Between the sheltering hedges and with a noonday strength 
of sun it might have been August rather than October, and 
we ambled here and there, to left and to right, to Long 
Bredy and Litton Cheney, to Punchknowle and Swyre, 
wondering how far it would be necessary to reverse if we 
met another car. But we didn’t—only a tractor, whose 


driver promptly put his port-side wheels a yard up the bank 
And then, suddenly, we were at Burton Bradstock, which 
lies on the sunny side of a hill and has good stone and 


thatch. Seek out the quiet precincts of the church 
(Perpendicular) and note a delicious cottage set by a stream. 
For some reason, it is difficult to think of the sea being only 
a short distance from Burton Bradstock. Our route, how- 
ever, lay seaward along B3157, which shortly climbs high,

and at the highest point there burst upon the eye two 
splendid views, eastward to the Chesil Bank, westward to 
the great cliffs south of Bridport, and beyond at East Ebb 
Cove. Only to the south is this panorama spoiled—by 
holiday caravans between road and sea 

The Channel is far below, and it is here that one can see 
the waves marching; on a day of sun and shadow they travel 
from slate into quicksilver, alternately, until at last they 
crash in a delicate white arc which curves finely out along 
the seventeen-mile shingle bank, taking the eye to the 
characteristic shape of Portland -butting out into the 
Channel like John Masefield’s dirty British coaster with a 
salt-caked smoke stack. 

You will not get a finer view of Chesil Bank, although 
farther on you will discern the mere (West Fleet and East 
Fleet) that justifies the title by lying between the shingle and 
the mainland. The edge of the sea may be approached by 
various tracks and lanes, but B3157 is attracted more to the 
land and makes its way to Abbotsbury over the corner of 
a spur of downland (White Hill), yellow and brown in 
autumn as the coarse grass withers and the Dorset heaths

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die down. On this downland are such things as Abbotsbury

impossibly perfectly set in the landscape, and the remains 
of the Abbey, a fine fithe barn, the famous swannery and the 
sub-tropical gardens. Amidst this galaxy, a motorist might 
well fail to notice that Abbotsbury itself is the brightest star, 
having a well-kept and unconsciously disarming appearance, 
pretty without primness. One is surprised to see a notice 
“To the Station,” and the railway is, I imagine, one for the 
connoisseurs, 5) a branch from the Dorchester- 
Weymouth line. I kept an eye skinned for a train, and at 
Portisham, farther on, but was unlucky—or perhaps lucky, 
because it might have been composed of a diesel-electric 
power unit and a row of seats, when it should be a puffing 


billy hauling a single “carriage.” 
Out to Sea 


You are led by this road unerringly to Portland, and the 
run out to the Bill becomes a “must.” The interest value 
is enormous; scenically there is little to charm, although a 
double hairpinned climb above the stone houses and slate 
roofs affords a magnificent viewpoint. Remember as you 
speed along the isthmus road that here the car is on the 
end of the Chesil Bank itself. 

Stone, stone and more stone. Fine houses, dry-walling, 
quarries, and great boulders to edge the roads. At the Bill 
the lighthouse (fine) the inevitable car park and attendant 
fee (mean) and hundreds of shacks (horrible). A notice re- 
minds motorists that parking is not allowed more than fifteen 
yards from the road edge, and cunningly spaced chunks of 
stone ensure that you make no use even of the latitude per- 
mitted by the law. Alas, Portland Bill is a Mess with a 
capital M, and is a monument in local stone to the ability 
of the English to make a midden out of a beauty spot. 
The eye turns with relief to the ascetic green of the sea, 
usually white-flecked, for the Bill is far out in the Channel 
and catches the westerlies; Start Point is too far west to 
give shelter. 

The ships coming up to London River from the far oceans 
pass close in with a flash of Aldis lamp. I once saw Portland 
recede to starboard with the feverish despair of a tempera- 
ture of 104 degrees. Ever the hypochondriac, I was sure 
that the fact that we were going west was significant, and 
that Portland Bill was my Last Glimpse of Home. But it 
was only influenza, caught in Belgian Antwerp, and the 
steward’s amplification of my sweat of fear put me right by 
the time we reached “ 30 West.” 


Reds Attack Weymouth 


It was time to head back to Weymouth and tea, and we 
were by now so nautically minded that we parked for an 
hour alongside the harbour to “watch the boats.” The 
biggest surprise was a train that suddenly ran along the 
far side of the basin, pulled by a tank engine but bearing 
destination boards which boasted proudly of Paddington 
and equally far-distant places. It must have got there by 
mistake, or perhaps it was deliberately trying to hide the 
vile British Railways beetroot of the coaches amongst the 
cranes. Weymouth Harbour is a place for the brown and 
yellow of the old G.W.R. Red around harbours is red lead, 
stuff that needs covering up as quickly as possible with a 
coat of proper paint. 

By this time it had to be “high tea,” but the Weymouth 
lobsters of the menu had remained undelivered, we were 
told, owing to recent heavy weather.
